A CHRONICLE OF CURIOUS EVENTS. 
A CALENDAR FUR THE WEEK ENviNu JUNE 16TH, 1888, 


10th June, 1840.—An attempt was this day made by Edward 
Oxford, a puot-boy, to shoot the Queen aud Prince Albert. On 
searching his lodgings, a quantity of powder and shot was found, 
and the rules of a secret society, sty:ed “Young England,” pre: 
scribing, among other things, that every member should, li Q 
ordered to meet, be armed with a brice of lowed pistola and a 
sword, aud a black crape cap to cover his face, When in Newgate, 
he wrote to his solicitor—* Have the gooduess to write to Lon{ 
Normanbs, and ask him to let me have seme books to read, suc, 
as ‘Jack the Giant Killer, ‘Jack and the Beanstalk,’ ‘Jack and his 
Eleven Wives," ‘My Little Tom Thumb,’ ‘The Arabian Nights 
Entertainment,’ and all such books from such celebrated authors, 
And ask him, asa prisoner of war, whether [ may not be aliow.j 
out on a parole of honour; and on what grounds, ask him, does he 
detain one of Her Majesty's subjects?" At his trial, Oxford was

One night 
the king was very attentive to that part where Henry commands 
his minister Wolsey to write circular letters of indemnity intoevery 
county, where the payment of certain heavy taxes had been «is- 
puted. He took particular notice of the manner in which the artful 
minster communicated these orders to his secretary Cromweil, 
whisperivg him thus -— 

“A word with you— 


Let there be letters writ w every shire, 

Of the king's grace and pardon ; the griev'd commons 

Hardly conceive of me, Let it be nois d, 

That thro’ our tnfercession Uhis revukement 

And pardon comes.” 
The king could not help remarking the craft of the statesman, in 
tilching from his master the merit of the good action, though he had 
himself been the author of the evil complained of. Turning to the 
Prince of Wales, he said, “ You see, George, what you have one day 
to expect ; an English minister will beau Luglish miuister in every 
age and in every reign.” 


12th June, 1857.—7he Boston Duily Couric», of this date, 
has the fuliowing upon the origin of the word “ Bogus” :—“ The 
word ‘bogus,’ we believe, is a corruption of the name of one Bor- 
hese, a very corrupt individual, who, tweuty years ago, or more, 
nh @ tremendous business in the hale of supplying the great West, 
and portions of the South-West, with a vast amouut of counterteit 
bills, and bills on fictitious banks which never had an existence, 
out of the * forgetive brain’ of him, the said Borghese. The Western 
eople, who are rather rapid in their talk, when excited, soon fell 
pte the habit of shortening the Norman name of Borghese to the 
more handy one of *bogus;" and his bills, and all other bills ot 
like character, were universally styled, ‘ bogus currency.’” 

12th June, 1837.—The Detlective Electro-Magnetic Telegraph was 
patented in England, by Cooke and Wheatstoue, on this day, 

12th June, 1880.—The boiler of the Spanish war-ship, Cuba 
Expatolo exploded this day, killing tweuty wen, and injuring ouc 
hundred and thirteen others. 


13th June, 1878.—On this day Cardinal Manning presided at 
the weekiy meeting of the National Health Society, and Mr, Ernest 
Hart read an interesting paper on coflee taverns, the establishment 
of which in London, as they already existed in Glasgow aud Liver- 
poul, he strongly advocated.

dows of several persous’ houses, particularly Lord Stauhope's, for 
refusing to illuminate. : 

13th June, 1679.—Whitebread, Harcourt, Fenwick, Gavin, ‘and 
Turner, were tried and convicted of attempt to assassinate 
Chorles Il. They were executed at Tyburn on the 21st, protessing 
their innocence to the last. 


14th June, 1884.—On this day fourteen men, condemned for 
the Socialist outrages of the Mauo Negra, were executed by the 
garrotte, three executioners being employed. The original way ot 
garroting in Spain was to place the victim ona chair witha cord 
round his neck, then totwist the cord with astick till strangulation 
ensued. In 1851 General Lopez was garroted by the Spanish autho- 
rities for attempting to gain possession of Cuba, sinoe which time 
the thieves of London, &c., have adopted the m: thod of strangling 
their victim by throwing their arms round his throat, while au 
accomplice rifles his pockets, Garrote is the Spanish for a stich.
